More Use of Farm Machinery 
Pushes Nation's Plant Breeders 


Associated Press Farm Writer 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—(/P)— 
Mechanization of 
ag riculture is 
putting new demands on the na­ 
tion’s plant breeders. 
Men who build new machinery 
to cultiv ate and harv est crops con­ 
stantly run into problems they can­ 
not solv e. Often it is not possible, 
because of the pecularity of the 
plant inv olv ed, to dev ise efficient 
machinery . 
At this point the plant breeder 
steps in. He chang es the plant to 
make it fit the machine. 
Only 
recently , for 
ex ample? 
breeders hav e dev eloped an “ easy 
pull” sug ar beet by combining the 
g lobe shape of red g arden beets 
with the desirable characteristics 
of sug ar beets. 
Sorg hums from the dry tropics 
hav e been transformed into ty pes 
that can be harv ested with the 
combines of the g reat plains area 
of this country . Soy beans hav e 
been dev eloped that bear 
pods 
hig her on the plant, making them 
less 
subject 
to 
shattering 
by 
mechanical harv esting . 
A new winter barley suitable for 
combine 
harv esting has 
short, 
erect heads, a characteristic what 
makes it easily harv ested. 
A new v ariety of rice, the Rex - 
ark, has relativ ely pliable short 
straw and smooth hulls, making it 
adaptable to the mechanical com- 
i bine-drier. 


In a somewhat different cku a 
are two new canning -ty pe peachei, 
the Coronado and 
Viv ian. They 
were dev eloped to fill out the 
Cling stone peach season, thus en­ 
abling canning plants to operate 
more continuously and more ef­ 
ficiently . 
Breeding Snap Bean 
Ag riculture department scien­ 
tists are breeding a snap bean f6t 
mechanical harv esting . Most of the 
older v arieties of beans are un­ 
suitable for mechanical 
picking 
and must be harv ested by hand. 


Already v arieties hav e 
been df- 
v eloped in which nearly all of the 
crop of a sing le planting date can 
be harv ested at a sing le picking . 
With current and prospectiv e labor 
shortag es a snap bean that could 
be harv ested mechanically would 
be of major economic importance

Germ s which cause tuberculosis, | 
known as tubercle 
bacilli, 
are 
spread prim arily by people. There 
was a time when a great deal of 
tuberculosis in this country had its > 
source 
in 
infected cows, whose j 
m ilk infected those who drank it 
with TB . Although tuberculosis in 
cows has not entirely disappeared 
in the United States, the dang t of 
human infection by contaminated 
milk has been reduced by two dis­ 
ease-fighting programs: the test­ 
ing of cattle for tuberculosis and 
the pasteurization of milk. 


Although we have made great 
strides against T B since the turn 
of the century, we have no cause 
to relax our guard against the dis­ 
ease. Tuberculosis kills more peo­ 
ple m this country annually than 
all other infectious diseases com­ 
bined, and it leads the causes of 
death from disease among young 
people between 15 and 35. 


One of the reasons why tubercu­ 
losis continues to be serious public 
health problem is the fact that it is 
communicable— that 
people 
who 
have the disease can pass it on to 
well penple. Moreover, a person 


can be in contact with tuberculosis 
without realizing it bz.ecause TB 
has no obvious symptoms in an 
early stage. There are an estimated 
500,000 people in this country with 
active TB , only hail of whom are 
known to health authorities.

II, are also well known to us. In ­

Housing and Home Finance Agen­ 
cy , it has been annou nced by the 
¡Very Rev. Pau l C. Reinert, S.J., 
president. 


The bu ilding, which will be a 
companion stru ctu re to the u niver­ 
sity ’s Clemens Hall at 3640 West 
Pine, will hou se a minimu m of 230 
stu dents. Clemens Hall was com­ 
pleted in 1947. 


Under the terms of the govern­ 
ment loan, the bu ilding will be 
psed exclu sively for freshmen Air 
ROTC stu dents. (Under a policy 
which went into effect Sept. 1, 


1951, all qu alified freshmen mu st 
enroll in the Air ROTC at Saint 
Lou is University ). 
The new dormitory will be lo­ 
cated on the site of 3622-24 West 
Pine Blvd., east of Clemens Hall. 
It is planned to eventu ally con­ 
nect the two bu ildings in a U- 
shaped grou p. The new bu ilding 
will be identical to Clemens Hall 
in appearance, which is red brick 
with white stone trim. It will face 
toward the west. 


The u pper fou r stories will be 
devoted to living space, while rec­ 
reation rooms and u tilities will oc­ 
cu py the grou nd floor. Plans call 
for 120 rooms, each accommodat­ 
ing two persons. 


Preston J. Bradshaw & Assoc­ 
iates has been selected as the 


architect for the new stru ctu re 
which will be of modified Gothic 
design. Tentative plans call for a 
frontage of 51 feet and a depth of 
175 feet. 


The new bu ilding site is pres­ 
ently occu pied by property of the 
Sodality of Saint Peter Claver For 
the African Missions, a religiou s 
order. By an arrangement with the 
u niversity the nu ns will move to 
a bu ilding at 3703 West Pine Blvd., 
on which the u niversity now holds 
a lien. 


Demolition of property now oc­ 
cu py ing the bu ilding site is ex­ 
pected to begin next April 1, with 
constru ction to follow abou t May 
1. It is hoped the new dormitory 
will be completed by the Fall of 
1952.

High in the sou th in the early 
hou rs of darkness this month Is 
the great constellation of Orion. 
The highest bright star of this 
grou p is Betelgeu x. It is an orange- 
red variable star and it has been 
known to ou tshine Rigel, general­ 
ly the brightest star in Orion. 
Betelgeu x is 296 light y ears 
away and it is one of the stars 
which has been measu red by a 
scientific instru ment known as an 
interferometer. The diameter of 
Betelgeu x is greater than that of 
the orbit of the Earth arou nd the 
Su n. 
Between Betelgeu x and Rigel 
are the three bright stars that 
form the Belt of the Hu nter. The 
u ppermost star of the belt is called 
Mintaka, the middle star is Alnil- 
am, and the lower star is Alnitak. 
The line formed by these three 
points u p to Aldebaran, brightest 
star in Tau ru s, and down to Sir­ 
iu s, brightest star*in the sky . These 
three stars are almost exactly a 
degree apart or twice the diameter 
of the Moon. 
Rigel, brightest star in Orion, 
crosses the meridian 40 minu tes 
before Betelgeu x and is 16 degrees 
fu rther sou th. It is the most dis­ 
tant of the bright stars we see, 
being 340 light y ears away . It is 
estimated that Rigel gives off more 
than 10,000 times as mu ch light 
as ou r Su n. 
There will be two eclipses this 
month. We will see a sma ll da rk 
smu dge on the edge of the Moon 
on the night of the 10th in most 
of North America. This eclipse is 
one of a diminishing series; less 
than two tenths of the Moon was 
eclipsed in one of the series way 
back in 1861. The eclipes of the 
Su n later in the month will be 
total bu t will not be seen here. 
The series of eclipses, of which 
this one is a member, is at 
its 
height; the last one in 1934 was 
also total. 
Mars, the planet of the y ear, 
moves nearly 27 million miles 
nearer the Earth this month and 
becomes noticeably brighter than 
Satu rn.

and must be harvested by hand. 


Already varieties have been de­ 
veloped in which nearly all of the 
crop of a single planting date can 
be harvested at a single picking. 
With current and prospective labor 
shortages a snap bean that could 
be harvested mechanically would 
be of major economic importance.

More Use of Farm Machinery 
Pushes Nation's Plant Breeders 


Associated Press Farm W riter 
W A SH IN G TO N , Feb. 
I — (ZP)— 
Mechanization of 
agriculture is 
putting new demands on the na­ 
tion’s plant breeders. 
Men who build new machinery 
to cultivate and harvest crops con­ 
stantly run into problems they can­ 
not solve. Often it is not possible, 
because of the pecularity of the 
plant involved, to devise efficient 
machinery. 
At this point the plant breeder 
steps in. He changes the plant to 
make it fit the machine. 
Only 
recently, for 
example; 
breeders have developed an “ easy 
pull” sugar beet by combining the 
globe shape of red garden beets 
with the desirable characteristics 
of sugar beets. 
Sorghums from the dry tropics 
have been transformed into types 
that can be harvested with the 
combines of the great plains area 
of this country. Soybeans have 
been developed that bear 
pods 
higher on the plant, making them 
less 
subject 
to 
shattering 
by 
mechanical harvesting. 
A new winter barley suitable for 
combine 
harvesting has 
short, 
erect heads, a characteristic what 
makes it easily harvested. 
A new variety of rice, the Rex- 
ark, has relatively pliable short 
straw and smooth hulls, making it 
adaptable to the mechanical com­ 
bine-drier. 


In a somewhat different class 
are two new canning-type peaches, 
the Coronado and 
Vivian. They 
were developed to fill out the 
Clingstone peach season, thus en­ 
abling canning plants to operate 
more continuously and more ef­ 
ficiently. 


Breeding Snap Bean 
Agriculture department scien­ 
tists are breeding a snap bean for 
mechanical harvesting Most of the 
older varieties of beans are un­ 
suitable for mechanical 
picking 
and must be harvested by hand. 


Already varieties have been de­ 
veloped in which nearly all of the 
crop of a single planting date can 
be harvested at a single picking. 
With current and prospective labor 
shortages a snap bean that could 
be harvested mechanically would 
be of major economic importance. 
Much of the 
success of plant 
breeders in 
adapting 
crops of 
specific soil, climatic and other 
growing conditions, as well as to 
mechanized methods of production 
and harvesting, can be credited to 
foreign germ plasm. 
The Agriculture Department is 
constantly gathering new plant 
materials from all parts of the 
globe for its plant breeding pro­ 
grams. 
Nearly 
200.006 
foreign 
plants have been brought in during 
the past 50 years for experimental 
use.

Equipment has come into use to help 
the farmer solve his winter watering 
problems. Stock tanks and poultry 
waterers. supplied by pressure sy s­ 
tems, now can be kept open in the 
coldest weather with heaters of vari­ 
ous kinds. 
STOCK 
WATERING: 
Stock tank 
heaters, generally, are of two types— 
immersion and float. Immersion heat­ 
ers of 1,000 watts are of heavy con­ 
struction and warm all of the water 
in the tank. For practical econom y 
reasons, it is recommended that tanka 
equipped with immersion heaters be 
well insulated. Some farmers leave 
only two-thirds of the surface e x ­ 
posed to the air in the daytime and 
completely cover the tank ; t night to 
save electrical costs. Float type heat­ 
ers, or de-icers, which draw 500 volts, 
float on the surface of the water and 
keep open an ice-free hole, sufficiently 
large for drinking purposes. In addi­ 
tion to these two conventional types 
of heaters, there is a heated stock 
drinking cup on the market. The cup 
is located in the top of a metal pipe 
which is lowered into the ground to 
the desired depth for cows, hogs or 
sheep. It uses 220 watts, with daily

POULTRY WATERING: A variety 
of heaters are available for this w in ­ 
ter chore. Immersion types of 150 
watts are placed directly in the water 
and hold the temperature at 50 de­ 
grees. Some poultrymen locate heat­ 
ing cable in the bottom of V-shaped 
water troughs, and others place heat 
lamps over or under waterers and 
water pans. 
Exposed pipes, in all cases, can be 
protected from freezing by the appli­ 
cation of heating cable or electric 
heating tape.

High in the south in the early 
hours of darkness this month Is 
the great constellation of Orion. 
The highest bright star of this 
group is Betelgeux. It is an orange- 
red variable star and it has been 
known to outshine Higel, general­ 
ly the brightest star in Orion. 
Betelgeux 
is 296 light years 
away and it is one of the stars 
which has been measured by a 
scientific instrument known as an 
interferometer. The diameter of 
Betelgeux is greater than that of 
the orbit of the Earth around the 
Sun. 
Between Betelgeux and Rigel 
are the three bright stars that 
form the Belt of the Hunter. The 
uppermost star of the belt is called 
Mintaka, the middle star is Alnil- 
am, and the lower star is Alnitak. 
The line formed by these three 
points up to Aldebaran, brightest 
star in Taurus, and down to Sir­ 
ius, brightest star.in the sky. These 
three stars are almost exactly a 
degree apart or twice the diameter 
of the Moon. 
Rigel, brightest star in Orion, 
crosses the meridian 40 minutes 
before Betelgeux and is 16 degrees 
further south. It is the most dis­ 
tant of the bright stars we see, 
being 340 light years away. It is 
estimated that Rigel gives off more 
than 10,000 times as much light 
as our Sun. 
There will be two eclipses this 
month. We will see a small dark 
smudge on the edge of the Moon 
on the night of the 10th in most 
of North America. This eclipse is 
one of a diminishing series; less 
than two tenths of the Moon was 
eclipsed in one of the sories way 
back in 1861. The eclipes of the 
Sun later in the month will be 
total but will not be seen here. 
The series of eclipses, of which 
this one is a member, is at its 
height; the last one in 1934 was 
also total.

fter a Cold Spell

On one of those rare days when 
he thermometer climbs into 
60s 
lifter weeks of steady cold through- 
ut the sleeping earth there is a 
sudden stirring. There is, as well, 
i slight and temporary surcease in 
he continual struggle to survive 
chich marks this season of the 
ear for wild creatures of wood- 
and and field. Few' birds come in 
p the feeders, preferring, it would 
cern, to search in the thickets and 
long fencerows for seeds or such 
ruits as the blackhaw, wild graph 
nd 
bittersweet. 
In 
the 
dense 
rowth along the bluff at the bet­ 
orn of the hill 50 or more cardinals 
ollect, with the brilliant red of 
e males in sharp contrast to the 
ore somber olive green of the 
males. The towhee also uses this 
rea as its wintering ground, al- 
lough it is shyer than the cardinal 
nd is less seldom seen. 


On such a day the bees leave 
leir hives flying strongly and 
opping at many small pools of 
lelting ice to drink.

me earlier than usual and caught 
em unawares, so that their De- 
mber travels are a result of the 
iv’s weather and not a prediction 
weather to come. 
There is even a stirring, during 
eh a mild spell, among the crea- 
res which normally spend the 
tire winter in hibernation. In 
e morning when I went out to 
od the horses, a chipmunk darted 
am the corncrib for the safety of 
e woods. Oridinarily these little 
dows store aw'ay a good supply 
food in an underground home 
d disappear soon after the first 
rd frost, to reappear only when 
tem perature tells them spring 
at hand. Yet it seems doubtful 
?y follow the characteristic pat- 
•n of the hilbernating animals 
lith sleep so deeply throughout 
? winter that their metabolism 
iws almost to a halt and their 
dy tem perature drops to no more 
an a degree or two above the air 
lich surrounds them. 
It is very easy, during the cold- 
weather, to trace the difficulty 
life for the birds and small 
immals. During such a time the 
edatory species must hunt cease- 
sly for food, while the same 
:essity forces the birds and rab- 
s and even the field mice away 
rn their customary cover. Es- 
rially after a fresh snow, when 
record is plain for anyone to 
do you realize how' rigorous 
his struggle for survival. Tracks

■rv field, never missing a bit 
cover such as a fence-row or 
either y th J eke*.

1 ineauow, the liny shrew nunL 
selessly through the hours of 


darkness. A covey of quail, search­ 
ing for seeds of the taller weeds 
now that the little ragweed and 
lespedeza are buried under blank­ 
et of white, moves out into the 
open. The tracks are plain, and 
when the search for food is suc­ 
cessful, you’ll find the ground cov- 
1 ered with the hulls of whatever 
seed they have been eating Then 
a scuffed spot in the snow, with 
the strong down-beat of wing fea­ 
thers clearly marked, shows where 
the birds took sudden flight for 
cover. All of them, perhaps, ex­ 
cept one; for here are a few brown 
! feathers blowing across the snow 
to mark w’here a Cooper’s hawk 
took toil. 
I’ve often wondered how the 
woodpeckers, which are primarily 
insect eaters, manage to survive 
the wanter. Many of them, of 
course, come in to our bird feeders 
where they partake liberally of 
suet and peanut butter. But where 
they have no human beings to help 
them, the winter days must be 
spent in ceaseless search. You see 
them 
m o v i n g 
cheerily about 
through the woodland, alighting 
in a tree w'ith a raucous note or 
two and working up one tree limb 
and down another, investigating 
each knot-hole and bit of loose 
bark. Doubtless when this search 
close to the surface fails to produce 
they put their pile-driver bills to 
work and go deeper. Yet it is a 
wonder how the larger birds like 
the pileated 
are 
able 
to 
find 
enough food to keep going. 
Raccoon and oppossum are active 
throughout the cold weather and 
our mailman. John Akers, tells me 
that they’ve had several good coon 
hunts. The muskrat is another of 
our fur-bearers which is active 
thoughout the winter, and W'e are 
hoping that the boy who has been 
trapping over at the Big Pond has 
taken enough of them so w’e will 
start the new’ year with less dan­ 
ger to the dam. 
It seems to be one of Nature’s 
laws that the species which are 
most helpless or which serve as 
prey for the greatest number of 
predators are wellfitted in other 
ways for survial. Thus the rabbits 
and mice and many others repro­ 
duce in numbers, nearly always 
bearing large litters and very olten 
producing two or more of them 
during the season. Groundhog and 
chipmunk, turtle and box tortoise, 
bullfrog and toad, all of these bur­ 
row into the earth or the mud at 
the bottom of the pond and sleep 
out the winter safety. And when 
we contemplate such wonders as 
this, not even the swift advance 
of science under the guidance of 
man seems quite so awe-inspiring.

High in the south in the early 
hours of darkness this month Is 
the great constellation of Orion. 
The highest bright star of this 
group is Betelgeux. It is an orange- 
red variable star and it has been 
known to outshine Rigel, general­ 
ly the brightest star in Orion. 
Betelgeux is 296 light years 
away and it is one of the stars 
which has been measured by a 
scientific instrument known as an 
interferometer. The diam eter of 
Betelgeux is greater than that of 
the orbit of the Earth around the 
Sun. 
Between Betelgeux and Rigel 
are the three bright stars that 
form the Belt of the Hunter. The 
uppermost star of the belt is called 
Mintaka, the middle star is Alnil- 
am, and the lower star is Alnitak. 
The line formed by these three 
points up to Aldebaran, brightest 
star in Taurus, and down to Sir­ 
ius, brightest sta lin the sky. These 
three stars are almost exactly a 
degree apart or twice the diameter 
of the Moon. 
Rigel, brightest star in Orion, 
crosses the meridian 40 minutes 
before Betelgeux and is 16 degrees 
further south. It is the most dis­ 
tant of the bright stars we see, 
being 340 light years away. It is 
estimated that Rigel gives off more 
than 10,000 times as much light 
as our Sun. 
There will be two eclipses this 
month. We will see a small dark 
smudge on the edge of the Moon 
on the night of the 10th in most 
of North America. This eclipse is 
one of a diminishing series; less 
than two tenths of the Moon was 
eclipsed in one of the series way 
back in 1861. The eclipes of the 
Sun later in the month will be 
total but will not be seen here. 
The series of eclipses, of which 
this one is a member, is at its 
height; the last one in 1934 was 
also total. 
Mars, the planet of the year, 
moves nearly

million 
miles 
nearer the Earth this month and 
becomes noticeably brighter than 
Saturn.
